BLAMING UNCLE SAM. 
One certain outcome of the London naval 
Conference is that if it should be whoily or par­ 
tially a failure, the cry will be raised in 
the 
United States by the numerous element which 
has the motto, “My country , alway s wrong,” that 
Uncle Sam is to blame. 
Whatever this government does or doesn’t do, 
it can alway s be figured out by these American 
outlanders 
that we have had new 
proof that 
America is a roaring lion in the midst of bleating 
lambs, the “lambs” being nations which have 
kept the European continent a cock-pit for cen­ 
turies. 
Naval reduction at London depends chiefly up­ 
on the willingness of France to m aintain her 
present naval strength in proportion to that of 
England. France has demanded as the price of 
such an agreement that the United States sign a 
pact guaranteeing French “security .” This in­ 
volves the possibility th at the United States might 
be drawn into another European war. Of course 
our internationalists, professedly interested in 
peace, would be glad to involve America in such 
a war-breeding scheme, but our government 
knows that this nation has fought the last war 
with the origin and purposes of which it has 
nothing to do. 
Hence the United States will not 
sign such a pact. 
England and the United States long ago agreed 
on parity , and there would have been 
110 necessi­ 
ty for either the Geneva 01* London conference if 
the spirit of that agreement had not been vio­ 
lated by a heavy British building of cruisers 
which has destroy ed that parity . Great Britain 
did not build against us. but in the light of her 
supposed needs as against other European pow­ 
ers. Nevertheless parity with the American navy 
was destroy ed. 
The obstacle to naval reduction is the Eur­ 
opean situation. This government has presented 
110 obstacles whatever. 
Nevertheless, when the 
conference is over and 
110 heavy mutual sinking 
of battleships is in sight, the caterwaulings of our 
internationalists will arise, and Uncle Sam will 
again be cast for the part of villain in the piece. 
Some day the anger of the American people 
against these European provincials of ours will 


arise in appropriate intensity . What they really 
want is to reduce the United States to a position 
of naval inferiority and impotfency , although such 
a policy would be a guaranty not of peace but of 
war fought at a disadvantage. . 


IIINDENBURG’S GREATNESS. 
Twelve y ears ago it would have been hard to 
find any one in the United States who would say 
a good word for the German, Paul Von Hinden- 
burg. 
Today , however, Germany ’s grand old man 
seems to be 
demonstrating his greatness in a 
way that makes us glad to forget our war-time 
hatreds. 
As president of Germany , Von Hindenburg re­ 
cently signed the Young plan, against the advice 
of thousands of indignant Germans. - Signing it, 
he made this remark: 
“During my entire life I have served in the 
school of duty , and I have learned to do my duty 
for the fatherland without consideration for my 
person. 
Therefore any thought my person has 
was abandoned in this decision, and I gave up 
any idea of relieving my self of the responsibility 
of a plebiscite or resignation.’

, One certain outcome of the London naval 
Conference is that if it should be wholly or par- 
tially a failure/ the cry will be raised In ,the 
United States by the numerous element which 
lias the motto, "'My country, always wrong," that 
Uncle Sam is to blame. 


Whatever this government does or doesn't do, 


it can always be figured out by these American 
outlanders that we have had new proof that 
America is a roaring lion in the midst of bleating 
lambs, the "lambs" being nations which have 
kept the European continent a cock-pit for cen- 
turies. 


Naval reduction at London depends chiefly up- 


on the willingness of France to maintain her 
present naval strength in proportion to that of 


. England) France has demanded as the price of 


such an agreement that the United States sign a 
pact guaranteeing French "security." This in- 
volves the possibility that the United States might 
be drawn into another European war. Of course 
our internationalists, professedly interested in 
peace, would be glad to involve America in such 
a war-breeding scheme, but our government 
knows that this nation has fought the last war 
with the origin and purposes of which it has 
nothing to do. Hence the United States will not 
sign such a pact. 


England and the United States long ago agreed 


' on parity, and there would have been no necessi- 


ty for either the Geneva or London conference if 


" the spirit of that agreement had not been vio- 


lated by a heavy British building of cruisers 
•which has destroyed that parity. Great Britain, 
did not build against us, but in the light of her 
supposed needs as against other European pow- 
ers.

• internationalists will arise, and Uncle Sam will 
again be cast for the part of villain in the piece. 


Some May the anger of the American people 


against these European provincials of ours will 


arise in appropriate intensity. What they really 
want is to reduce the United States to a position 
of naval inferiority and impotency, although such 
a policy would be a guaranty not of peace but of 
war fought at a disadvantage. .
